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OPENING CEREMONY 


Simplicity is the keynote of all ceremony connected with the 1950 British 
Hmpire Games. But in that simplicity the opportunity is given the teams 
to pay their respects to their King, their hosts and their fellow-competitors. 


Some here today have taken part in the pomp and ceremony of an 
Olympiad; some have been fortunate enough to have actually witnessed 
these scenes, while many more have had, through the medium of the film, 
the glory of the pageantry of the gathering of the sportsmen of all the world 
unfolded to them. 


Today’s Opening Ceremonies are but brief—no attempt is made to 
present the visiting competitors and officials as a spectacle, but, instead, 
a simple form of welcome is intended. At the same time an opportunity 
is given to all present to convey to the visitors the feeling that New 
Zealand welcomes their presence here for the greatest sports gathering 
in the history of the country. 


Twenty years have rolled away since the first Empire Games, when, 
in a simple but stirring phrase, Percy Williams, great Canadian athlete, 
on behalf of the assembled competitors at Hamilton, Canada, took the oath 
of sportsmanship, saying: 


“We pledge our best endeavour to eno the honour of our country 
in British sportsmanship.” 


No matter to what race or creed an athlete belongs, there is no greater 
honour for him than to be called a “ sportsman.” The world is still changing 
in its views, and the outlook on many phases of life is vastly different from 
that prevailing twenty years ago; but, in the field of competition, whether 
it be on the athletic track, in the swimming pool or in the boxing ring, the 
manner in which Great Britain, the home of true sport, has played its 
games has always been admired. Throughout these Games that spirit will 
prevail, and all who take part and all who look on will be the better for 
having felt that spirit. 


This afternoon the teams will assemble on the outer ground and at 
the appointed time march on to the historic oval of Eden Park. Led by 
Australia, which as host country of the last Empire Games has the post 
of honour in this parade, the teams will march in the dress uniform of 
their country. Entering the arena through the centre of the southern stand, 
the parade will veer to the right and circle the ground by way of the 
running track. In front of the main grandstand, His Excellency the Governor- 
General of New Zealand, Sir Bernard Freyberg, V.C., will take the salute. 


After passing the scoreboard and the terraces the teams will wheel 
into the centre of the ground to face the stands in columns, with their 
country’s flag in the fore. 


A fanfare of trumpets will follow. His Excellency the Governor-General 
will then read a message from His Majesty the King to the assembled 
teams and declare open the Fourth British Empire Games. As the declaration 
is concluded the National Anthem will be played, the assembly rising to 
its feet and joining in the singing. Slowly the Union Jack will rise to 
the masthead as the Anthem finishes. 


Another fanfare, and from the outer ground a four-gun salute will be 
fired to denote the opening of the Fourth British Empire Games, and, 
flanking the Union Jack, the New Zealand flag and the flag of the British 











Empire Games Federation will be hoisted. As the last sound dies away 
hundreds of pigeons will be released. 


A solemn note will be struck as all flag-bearers march forward to form 
a half-circle round a rostrum before the saluting-base. The New Zealand 
team captain will mount the rostrum and, lowering his flag, raise his hand 
and, on behalf of the competitors, take the oath of amateurism binding 
them ali to take part in the Games “in the true spirit of sportsmanship 
and for the honour of the Empire and the glory of sport.”

Fanfare of trumpets. 
Salute of four guns to denote opening of IV Empiad. 
British Empire Games Federation flags raised. 


Pigeons released. 


2.20 p.m. Flag-bearers march forward around rostrum. 
New Zealand captain ascends rostrum and takes Oath of Amateurism. 
Flag-bearers take up stations in front of teams. 


2.30 p.m. Vice-Regal Party escorted to stand.
